“dry ’ sp ell co u ld b e p u t in fo rce, 
ev en b efo re a salo o n was giv en a 
licen se to o p en in Ru sh v ille. 
Tt is 
p o ssib le th at th is idea will- b e th e 
*fi)ig idea” wh ich will b e acted u p o n 
in th e n ear fu tu re. 
It will b e n ecessary to act at o n ce, 
as o n e man

lief h ere an d th at wh ich 
was th e 
case two y ears ago , o n ce a man is 
gran ted a licen se to o p erate a sa­ 
lo o n , h e h as th e righ t to co n tin u e u n ­ 
til h is licen se ex p ires—wh ich is o n e 
y ear fro m th e date o f issu an ce.

sev eral men sh o u ld p ro cu re licen ses 
b efo re Ru sh v ille is again v o ted “dry ” 
th e city wo u ld h av e a n u mb er o f sa­ 
lo o n s fo r a y ear at least.

At an y rate h e can n o t go b efo re th e 
co mmissio n ers fo r a licen se b efo re 
March 6 . 
To p rev en t th e retu rn o f th e sa­ 
lo o n to Ru sh co u n ty , it will b e n ec­ 
essary to h o ld 
electio n s in 
ev ery 
to wn sh ip , ev ery 
in co rp o rated city 
an d ev ery to wn sh ip o u tside an in ­ 
co rp o rated city . 
As Ru sh v ille is th e 
o n ly in co rp o rated city in Ru sh co u n ­ 
ty it will b e n ecessary to h o ld o n e 
electio n in ev ery 
to wn sh ip 
ex cep t 
Ru sh v ille wh ere o n e in th e city an d 
o n e in th e to wn sh ip o u tside th e city 
will b e n ecessary u n der th e Pro cter 
law.

A worthy effort was made before 
the leg islature to keep the county op­ 
tion law inv iolable, but it was too 
late. 
This effort should hav e been 
made by ballot at the election last 
Nov ember. 
There is nothing * to do 
now but to g racefully take the medi­ 
cine. 


With a National Republican party 
and a reg ular Republican party the 
indications are that it will all result 
as harmoniously as when the Demo­ 
crats had a free silv er and a g old 
standard party with the Populists on 
the side line. 
But ex perience seems 
to be no teacher even to parties. 


The repeal of the county option 
law and its probable effect is the 
principal topic of discussion ev ery ­ 
where. 
Since the Democratic meas­ 
ure makes cities and townships the 
local option unit, it is take for g rant­ 
ed that many of the Indiana cities 
which were made “dry ” by the v ote 
in the out townships, would, if ail 
election is held under the new law, 
g o “ wet.” 
It is difficult to foretell 
what the results of an election would 
be after a two 
y ears’ 
trial of the 
county option. 
The elections of two 
y ears ag o were held and conducted 
under a wav e of ex citement which 
could probably not be duplicated at 
this time. 
Then there is at this time 
a considerable chang e of feeling with 
reference to this subject. Many v ot­ 
ers who v oted “wet” two y ears ag o, 
after seeing the operation of the 
law, would v ote “dry ” now, while 
others who v oted “dry ” under 
the 
•wave of 
ex citement 
would 
v ote 
“ wet” now. 
Howev er, the friends of local op­ 
tion need not despair. If a majority 
of the v oters in a city or township so 
declare, the territory can be kept 
dry , or it can be kept dry by remon­ 
strance under the 
Nicholson 
law, 
which is still in force.

This letter explicitly charged tha t the 
m oney had been received and exhibit­ 
ed.

Amid great excitem ent

Chilton, 71; Hodges, 3; Thom pson, 1;

Chilton was then de­ 
clared elected for the long term .

Indiana Federation of Labor, drew u p ] 
the m easu re, and all the labor u nions 
of the state are behind it. 
Shou ld the 
Spencer bill become a law the pu blica­ 
tion of inform ation concerning “u n­ 
fair” em ployers, su ch as cau sed the 
conviction of Sam u el Gom pers and 
other labor leaders in W ashington, 
wou ld be legal in Indiana. It provides 
tha t su ch pu blication wou ld only be 
su bject to law of slander and libel. 
Fu nds raised by trades u nions or other 
organizations m entioned in the bill are 
exem pted from ju dgm ents entered on 
accou nt of the illegal acts of any of 
the m em bers. 
Among the bills passed in the sen­ 
a te yesterday was one providing for 
the appointm ent of police m atrons in 
cities of 20,000, and another for the 
regu lation of the transactions of for­ 
eign corporations in Indiana, provid­ 
ing tha t su ch corporations shall ex­ 
ercise no pow er in this state not pos­ 
sessed by other corporations in the 
state, or powers not possessed by the 
corporations 
in 
their 
hom e 
state. 
Twenty-two new bills w ere introdu ced 
in the senate, as well as a resolu tion 
providing for the celebration of the 
100th anniversary of Indiana’s adm is­ 
sion to the Union by the erection of a 
state edu cational bu ilding. 
Seventeen new bills w ere introdu ced 
In the hou se, inclu ding one to do aw ay 
w ith labor contracts at the state re­ 
form atory and to compel state, cou nty 
and 
tow nship 
corporations 
to 
bu y 
goods from the reform atory. 
Several 
of the state board of health bills were 
am ong those passed. 
A bill requ iring 
that physicians, nu rses and midwives 
shall give proper care to the eyes of 
infants in order to prevent blindness 
w’as passed, as was that providing for 
a fu nd in the sta te treasu ry to care 
for indigent persons afflicted w ith hy­ 
drophobia. A third bill from the state 
board to regu late the sale of danger­ 
ou s dru gs also was passed. 
The hqu se lost no tim e in getting 
down to bu siness on the P roctor sen 
ate bill providing for an am endm ent 
of the cou nty option law passed by the 
senate the day before. 
Speaker Vene- 
m an Im m ediately handed the bill dowrn 
for first reading, and it was referred to 
the hou se com m ittee on pu blic m orals, 
which reported It back in tim e for a 
second reading late in the afternoon, 
and it is expected to come u p on its 
passage today. 
T here will be some 
slight division on the vote, bu t its pas­ 
sage is assu red by practically a fu ll 
vote of the m ajority. 
The ju diciary 
com m ittee filed a report indefinitely 
postponing all Indianapolis B ar asso­ 
ciation bills designed to sim plify legal 
practice. 
R epresentative K eegan’s child labor 
bill has divided the hou se com m ittee 
on labor, and three reports w ere ready 
for su bm ission. 
It was decided to 
w ithhold all and to call a Dem ocratic 
cau cu s on the m easu re. From the way 
the com m ittee was lined u p. it did not 
appear the factions cou ld be u nited. 
M asselink, Keegan. A. Johnson and 
Hamm ond favor the passage of the 
bill; Benz. Au lt and Moran recom m end 
that the bill be indefinitely postponed, 
and Ru ple and Ew ard favor the bill, 
provided it be am ended so as to low er 
the ago lim it, increase the nu m ber of 
hou rs of work for the day and the 
week and perm it the em ploym ent of 
children a t night. 
M cK ennans bill providing for the 
registering of lobbyists was killed in 
the hou se, bu t not u ntil after the rep­ 
resentative who had introdu ced the 
m easu re by requ est had m ade a fight, 
declaring that su ch legislation had 
been recom m ended by G overnor M ar­ 
shall, and that consequ ently he be­ 
lieved tha t the bill shou ld pass. 
M cKennan’s bill had been sent to 
the com m ittee on rights and privileges. 
A fter M cKennan had addressed the 
hou se, A skren, chairm an of the com­ 
m ittee, said the com m ittee had u nani­ 
m ou sly decided to recom m end that the 
bill be indefinitely postponed. 
T heir 
reason, he said, was that the bill was 
im practical, and that they did not be­ 
lieve a bill that wou lci be im practical 
in operation shou ld be placed on the 
statu te books. 
By viva voce vote the 
recom m endation of the com m ittee was 
adopted. 
In addressing the hou se Me* 
K ennan said that other states had 
su ch laws and that Indiana shou ld 
have one. 
He said it had been rec­ 
ommended by G overnor M arshall, al­ 
thou gh not In so m any words. He said 
the provisions of the bill—requ iring 
lobbyists to register their nam es, oc­ 
cu pations, legislation desired and for 
whom they are w orking— would enable 
the hou se to prev ent dishonesty and 
corruption.
